Who told this brother that 
there were many languages at 
the house of Cornelius, and 
that this is why the people 
spoke with tongues? Luke 
tells us that he called his kins- 
men and near friends. Now his 
kinsmen were Gentiles, speak- 
ing the same language that 
Cornelius spoke. It is also rea- 
son to believe that his associates 
or friends spoke the same lan- 
guage. Ncw if they were all 
speaking the same language as 
that which Cornelius spoke why 


speak with other tongues in or- 
der that they might hear the 
gospel? Here is the truth of 
the matter. The speaking with 
tongues is an evidence that al- 
ways accompanies the baptism 
with the Holy Ghost, and from 
the very fact that the Gentiles 
spoke with tongues as the one- 
hundred and twenty did  n.the 
day of Pentecost is an evidence 
that they had received the Holy 
Ghost the same as they. 

There were with Peter six 
Jews who had received the Holy 
Ghost doubtless at the same 
time that Peter did, they knew 
what experiences accompanied 
the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost.

Let us see 1 Corinthians 14:13, 
14. “Wherefore let him that 
speaketh in an unknown ton- 
gue pray that he may interpret. 
For if I pray in an unknown 
tongue, my spirit prayeth, but 
my understanding is unfruitful.” 
This means that he can’t under- 
stand when he is_ speaking in 
tongues. Therefore we are ad- 
monished to pray for the inter- 
pretation. 

3.—Unknown tongues dis- 
couraged by Paul. ind Paul 
was inspired. See 1 Cor. 14. 

The brother has called special] 
attention to the fact that Paul 
was inspired. This we under- 
stand, and we are glad that 
Paul did speak the 14th chap- 
ter of 1 Corinthians by inspira- 
tion. He was inspired to say, 
“If any be ignorant, let him be 
ignorant.” Also he was inspir 
ed to say, “Covet to prophesy, 
and forbid not to speak with 
tongues.” He also was inspired 
to say, “I thank God, I speak 
with tongues more than ye all.” 
He was also inspired to say, “I 
will pray with the spirit (in ton- 
gues. See context) and I will 
pray with the understanding 
also: I will sing with the spirit, 
and with the understanding al- 
so.” “Also,” here means that 
he will do both. Praying and 
singing with the spirit is praying 


At the 14th verse the statement 
is, If I pray in an unknown ton- 
gue, my spirit prayeth, but my 
understanding is  unfruitful. 
Alright, Paul was inspired to 
say that he would do both. 

Here Paul places prophesy- 
ing (preaching) above unknown, 
tongues. 

It is true that it is better to 
preach to your congregation in 
words to be understood, but this 
does not bar speaking with ton- 
gues received when one receives 
the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost. Jesus said that when 
He comes he will testify and 
you also shall witness. Also if 
you interpret, speaking in ton- 
gues is better than preaching in 
your natural language.

sieth than he that speaketh 
with tongues, except he inter- 
pret.” Ch, 14:5. 

So we can readily see that 
when interpretation accompan- 
ies the speaking with tongues 
it is greater than prophesying. 

Now we will notice the last 
item of this second division. He 
states that, Paul no where 
claims to have the gift; just a 
scholarly man. 

It is true that Paul was an 
educated man in his day ,and 
he perhaps could speak more 
than one language, but there 
isn’t any evidence that he meant 
that he could speak with ton- 
gues more than they all through 
his having learned the language. 
He states as we have shown be- 
fore that when he prays in an 
unknowa tongue his __ spirit 
prayeth, but that his under- 
standing is unfriutful, but he 
gave them to understand that 
he would not cease speaking 
and singing in the Spirit (other 
tongues) but of course he in- 
tended to use it at the right 
place and the right time. 

He said if we bless in the 
Spirit (other tongues) how can 
one say amen if he did not know 
what was said? Thus showing 
that speaking, praying, singing 
or blessing in the Spirit is none 
other than praying, singing or 
blessing with other tongues and 
is not understood unless the in- 
terpretation is given. Now 
since, Paul was trying to show 
that speaking with tongues as 
referred to in this chapter, was 
speaking in the Spirit or as the 
| Spirit gave utterance and stated 
that he intended to pray and 
sing in the Spirit (tongues). 
Now proclaims at the very next 
| verse that he speaks with ton- 
gues more than ye all. Why 
should any one rise up and say 
' Paul didn’t speak in tongues by 
| the Spirit? but that he spoke 
| the many languages that he had 
| learned. No, there isn’t any 
|reason or common _ sense in 
| this. : 
| Paul had received the Holy 
Ghost when Ananias laid his 
‘hands on him. He went forth

| and with demonstration of the 
| Spirit. 1 Cor, 2:4. He states 


| that he had been made a thea- 


‘ter. 1 Cor. 4:9. “We are fools

He preached His own 
everlasting gospel then it was 
confirmed unto us by them that 
heard, with signs and wonders. 
Heb. 2:3. It is likewise con- 
firmed to-day.

We find that the first question 
we have any record of is in Gen. 
3:1, where the serpent took ad- 
vantage of the opportunity and 
questioned the woman in regard 
the truth, power and wisdom of 
God, also at the same time an- 
nulling the penalty placed upon 
man for transgression, and 
through deception, destroyed 
the fear of the penalty, causing 
the woman to believe God to be 
a deceiver, and would not ex- 
tend to them the sting of death 
as called for.by the penalty. 

We notice the next question 
in the 9th verse, “And the Lord 
God called unto Adam and said 
unto him, Where“™art thou?” 
Notice here, God making in- 
quiry about man, ant upon the 
violation the penalty must be 
served, so we fancy we can see 
God as he summons angels, 
mercy, love, truth and justice, 
while holding an inquest says, 


, “the man that we made has 


violated the statute of God and 
the penalty for violation is 
death, so what shall we do with 
him? destroy him completely or 
not?” We hear the angels as 
they plead his case. 

Love, truth says: “T’ll look 
on him as_ being ignorant to 
some extent, not confidential, 
unstable and perhaps some time 


‘he will be a truthful man, but 


the penalty for violation is 
death, so we will just deprive 
him of the garden privileges, 
benefits, etc., and cast him out 
under bondage to labor the rest 
of his life.” 

Mercy pleads his case and 
Says as you know he was made 
from the dust of the earth, low- 
er than we, and was subject to 
mistakes, suppose we don’t 
give him the full extent of the 
penalty as to finally destroy 
him, but we will let him die to 
all the beneficiaries of the gar- 
den and labor in toil of hard- 
ships as pain, sorrow, heart- 
ache, sadness, etc., and _ eat 
bread in the sweat of his face 
until he returns unto the dust 
and perhaps sometime he will 
become tired of laboring under 
bondage and desire to be a good 
man again, but I will be merci- 
ful to him all along the way and 
help him, though he did wrong.” 

Justice pleads his case, and 
says: “If we still let him exist 
we will not be dealing justice to- 
ward him, if we don’t give him 
another trial to live holy, be- 
cause there is a great nation in 
his loins, and are we going to 


debar them of eternal life be- 


cause he is the guilty victim? he 
says I will make a plan for him 
to be justified for a period of 
time, by the offering of sacri- 
fice once a year, but he must 
labor under the fruits of death, 
only having his actual trans- 
gressions forgiven by the sacri- 
ficial offering of lambs, ete. 
And in the period of a few thou- 
sand years I will make an of- 
fering once for all by the sacri- 
ficial offering of Jesus on the 
cross, that man may have his 
conscience purged from dead 
works to serve the living God 
in the beauty of holiness.” 

Very often we hear some body 
ask another, “What are you do- 
ing?” but seldom invert the 
term and say, “What Am I do- 
ing?” We notice that some 
men throughout the ages have 
aroused themselves from slum- 
ber by allowing this question to 
dawn upon them, giving their 
intellect and mental facultiesthe 
honor of being a source of in- 
formation, therefore, glorifying 
God in this behalf. Another rea- 
son for believing this, from the 
beginning, to be a founder of 
a kingdom has been the burning 
desire of ambitious men. 

This desire colored’ the 
dreams of Alexander the Great; 
it floated in the fancy of Julius 
Caesar; it shaped the destiny of 
Hannibal; it lent power to the 
tread of Attila; it rolled in splen- 
dor before the dazzled vision of 
Napoleon; like a sleepless siren, 
it sang in the hearts of Charle- 
magne, Cromwell, and Louis 
XFV. Tobe able to say, “my 
kingdom” has made men forget 
to sleep. 


To realize this haunting de-| 


sire, men have raised armies, 
built navies, robbed the people, 
sprinkled __ battlefields with 
blood. Seated at last upon a 
throne whose pillars were stain- 
ed crimson, they discovered that 
their kingdoms were only burst- 
ing bubbles of a day. Looking 
down the winding aisles of hu- 
man history, noting here and 
there a kingdom rising, a king- 





dom falling, what shall we say 
but this: The kingdom of earth 
soon pass away.

for the world to come? We find 
in Matt. 6:19-21. “Lay not up 
for yourselves treasures upon 
earth, where. moth and rust, 
doth corrupt, and where thieves 
break through and steal: 

But lay up for yourselves 
treasures in heaven where 
neither moth nor rust doth cor- 
rupt, and where thieves do not 
break through and steal: For 
where your treasure is there will 
your heart be also.” So we see 
there is a probability of ‘doing 
the wrong thing with an honest 
heart, unaware. 

We find in Col. 3:2 where 
Paul wrote to the saints and 
faithful brethren in Christ, 
which are at Colosse, to set your 
affections on things above, not 
on things on the earth. The 
question that startles the Chris- 
tian realm to-day, is what am I 
doing for Christ and His cause? 
and it’s time for every child of 
God to rally to this wonderful 
opportunity that is passing and 
do something for God, let us 
work while it is day, because 
the night cometh when no man 
can work. King Jesus is calling 
for brave soldiers to enlist in 
this great army Who fears no 
evil, that will stand amidst the 
hottest of the battle and see the 
last gun fired and the victary 
won.

These poor people have had 
no rain to speak of since last 
October, and their crops are al- 
most completely ruined, and 
their cisterns are nearly all dry, 
and those who are not able to 
carry water a long distance on 
their heads have to buy their 
Supply from those who can car- 
ry it. Many of them are so poor 
and feeble that they beg us most 
piteously for a few coppers to 
buy food. This applies to the 
colored people, yet there is-a 
great deal of abject poverty 
among the white people, also, 
especially those we have read- 
jest access to. 

This makes the ninth place at 
which we have held short meet- 
ings since we left Nassau, on the 
4th of March; and the Lord has 
graciously manifested His pres- 
ence in every service, and souls 
have been converted, and many 
are convinced of the truth of 
sanctification and some of the 
baptism with the Holy Ghost, 
but these doctrines are totally 
unknown in places, and very 
many, even members of the 
churches, know little or nothing 
of experimental religion. It is 
Pitiable to see old people totter- 
ing on the brink of eternity with 
nothing but an’ empty form 
without any life, or power, or 
joy in their souls. The people 
are delighted with Pentecostal 
songs, and a great many agree 
that we preach Bible truth, and 
in every place they express re- 
grets at our short stay, and cor- 
dially invite us to return. Our 
present trip is largely prospec- 
tive, and I wish to say that ev- 
ery place visited convinced me 
more fully that there is not a 
field on the globe where more 
immediate results would be

| manifested, if we had force 
enough to push the work con-

The practice of paying tithes 
is very ancient, for we find in 
Gen. 14:20 that Abraham gave 
tithes to the King of Salem, 
and that Abraham gave him the 
tithes of all the booty taken 
from the enemy in his expedi- 
tion against Chedorloamer. Ja- 
cob imitated this piety of his 
grandfather when he vowed to 
the Lord the tithe of all his 
substance. 

There were three 
tithes to be paid from the peo- 
ple, besides those from the 
Levites to priest. ; 

First, to the Levites for their 
maintenance. (Num. 18:24). 

Second, for the Lord’s feasts 
and sacrifices, to be eaten in the 
place which the Lord should 
choose. 

Third, there was to be every 
third year a tithe for the poor, 
to be eaten at their own dwell- 
ing. (Deut. 14:28, 29). 

Some were of the opinion that 
this third tithe was not differ- 
ent from the second except that 
in the third year it was not 
brought to the temple, but was 
used upon the spot by everyone 
in the city of his habitation. 

Tithes were paid to God asa 
sign of homage and gratitude. 
The paying of them was a hon- 
oring of God. (Prov. 3:9). 

yod has proved over and over 
again his faithfulness in fulfill- 
ing His promises to those who 
through the ages, have honest- 
ly paid the tithes. He does not 
promise us great possessions of 
this world’s goods, but he does 
‘promise us blessings in great 
abundance, and to most of us 
great worldly possessions would 
not be a blessing at all. 

Why Worry If Doing Right? 

Our churches are practically 
all the time having great worry 
for the lack of being properly 
financed. 

The Kingdom of Christ and 
the progress of His work in the 
world, is constantly hampered 
because of the shortage of nec- 
essary funds. This would 
never be the case if Christ’s fol- 
lowers lived up to their duty 
and privileges as Christian stew- 
ards. It cannot be denied that 
the love of money is too preva- 
lent among the professors of re- 
ligion. 

There is a grasping spirit that 
will not let money go to pay the 
expenses of the gospel. Covet- 
ousness is the plague spot of 
the church. It is a consuming 
cancer, eating up the spirit of 
liberality; a fatal upas_ tree, 
blighting all that is green 
around it. It is the opium that 
makes the church sleep and 
snore over the duty of giving to 
the cause of the Lord. And this 
covetousness; this inordinate 
love of money, the apostle bold- 
ly defines to be idolatry. 

This golden calf, worshipped 
in so many homes, keeps the 
car of the gospel from rolling 
around the earth, to spread the 
gladness of salvation to earth’s 
remotest bounds. It is a sad fact 
that heathen spend more in 
keeping up their forms of idol- 
atry than Christians do in sup- 
porting their preachers. 

Most of the immense wealth 
of this country is in the hands 
of professed Christians; the 
wealth of this country is not 
held by infidels. It is certain 
that God would not and most 
assuredly did not, establish His 
church on earth without making 
ample provisions for its support 
and perpetuation. 

This Law Not Repealed 
In the beginning God institut- 
ed a system of tithes, for the ex- 
press purpose of maintaining 
divine worship.
